2. Newly submitted claims 1-3, 12-16, 58-60, 74-78, 128-131 and 145-147 are directed to an invention that is independent or 
distinct from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: The originally presented claims are drawn to cremophor free 
nanoparticles of taxane (5 14/449) whereas the amaided claims are drawn to nanoparticles of taxane associated with a biocompatable 
polymer (class 5 14/772.3). The originally presented claims require only unit dosage of only taxane and not a polymer and lhus,the 
newly presented claims are drawn to a new invention. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented invention, this invention has been constructively 
elected by original presentation for prosecution on the merits. Accordingly, said claims are withdraw from consideration as being 
directed to a non-elected invention.
